It became a city-wide concern that handi- 
capped veterans should resume their place.i 
in community life (iiilckly. not a.s obJecU'i of 
, pity or charity, but lui normal citizens capa- 
I ble of making tlielr own way In a worthwhile 
Job. It will be difficult enough at best for 
wounded veterans to return home as dif Torcnt 
men from those who left It. But surely sucli a 
program as this will greatly lessen the psychic 
shock of disability or dlsflRuremcni 

Such apian as this is worth thinking about 
in other towns and cities. Concern for the re- 
turning veteran Is a shining national ex- 
ception to the domestic disagreement inevita- 
ble In this election year. Plans for service 
men,- both sound and handicapped, arc under 
way from Capitol Hill to the smallest ero.w- 
roads town. These plans are a decent ex- 
pression of gratitude and ot a determination 
'that victorious soldiers and sailors .shall not 
come back to disiliuslonmont and depression. 

Incidentally, they are anions the moi 
hopeful antidotes (or "peace Jitters."

Rep, Martin Dies, retiring clialrman of the 
congressional committee Investigating 
American activities, has said the very thing 
that we recently pointed out the American 
people may some day realize. 

"Unfortunately for the country," lie ex- 
plained, "we have never been able to convince 
the people how deadly the communist menace 
Is. The elements In the national adminlstra 
. tlon which have hampered and opposed the 
committee have had too strong a control over 
the channels of public information." 

We also pointed out tliat it sliould be sig- 
nificant that the radical clement In the 
. United states is the faction most elated over 
Mr. Dies' announcement that he will not seek 
re-election. 

In Eplte of this element's attempts to smear 
and discredit Dies, those who know the Texas 
congressman personally have a lot of respect 
for his ability.

American in congress than Martin Dies, and 
he has rendered a valuable service to ttie 
nation with his committee."

"lam going to give the' people of the United 
States a clear picture of what has been going 
on in Washington,' he announced. "We have 
been criticized and ridiculed for years on the 
claim that we did not have enough docu- 
mentary evidence to prove our charges Irre- 
futably.
